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BANKING AND BIG CROPS 


By CHARLES W. STEVENSON 


O W that a bumper crop is assured there is a new outlook for busi- 

ness. It is strange, almost, how the crops alter the view. 

Somehow, there is less call on the government to take 

charge of our economie affairs. And it is safe to say that 

if there were good crops in all sections of the country, and every year, the 

politician would soon go out of business. This is the lesson we ought to 

learn out of the present. Why, even, there was less insistence on the 

Aldrich scheme at the last American Bankers Association in the face of the 

renewal of business and the ease which the banker feels when all things 

in the business world are moving along! Is it a psychological fact? Or 

is it when we have these large crops to look after we have no time for the 
subtleties of the campaign? 

It does not matter. Now that we are in the very act of marketing this 
great crop of billions of bushels of corn and wheat we are not so much 
concerned about the kind of money or even the solution of the vexed tariff 
question. We are able to pay the excessive tax, if it is an excessive tax,

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and still have something left. And again our surplus of wheat goes abroad 
and we shall not want while we can keep on this side of the bargain. To be 
an exporting nation in other than our cereals, well that is another question! 

Now that the banker stands at the crossroads where all these proces- 
sions of heavily laden farm wagons pass it is of special interest to try to 
study the situation and ascertain if we can sum up the effects of this 
bumper crop on the business of the bank. First there will be an increase of 
business. It will be wise to get ready for this. 


The Bank’s Part in Exchange 


If there were nothing else to ensue there would be an increase in the use 
of checks. It is a good time to lay in a supply, for they will be needed. 
And the merchant will have a larger trade, for when there is an immense 
corn crop every farmer gets some of the money. And when there is plenty 
of money on the farm, there are things bought which were done without in 
the other years. And the railroads will get a large share because there must 
be transportation, and the railroad man will probably not suffer a reduction 
in wage and may get an increase. And at Christmas time there will be 
many an old time celebration. Even the old log fire place will have the 
“‘apples sputtering in a row’’ this year. And the turkey will hang high, 
and the goose, and there will be good times for the lads and lasses every- 
where. 


The Never Ending Procession to the Bank 


People will be coming and going at the bank with the checks passing 
from hand to hand in payment of all the barter and sale of this vast crop. 
And though there will come a time when this will all be consumed and gone 
into comfort and pleasure, while it is being passed from one to another the 
individual deposits at the bank will increase and the banker will have natur- 
ally more money to loan. Credit will grow out of credit. And enterprise 
will again begin its victorious round, no matter what party is in power at 
Washington. Let us hope that the lesson will sink home. But we are inter- 
ested in the bank and its immediate outlook. It will grow. There is no 
doubt of an increase of deposits. Just a little of all this temporary increase 
will remain in the end for we are a consuming nation. But while the 
exchange is on the bank is doing business and its deposits are growing, of 
this there is no question. But large deposits entail large responsibilities. 


Inevitable Results on Deposits 


Now the increase in deposits at the bank is not the only thing. The 
goods is the important thing to be considered. The farmer will no doubt 
buy stock and machinery and better living comforts. And he may even 
treat himself to an automobile or he may loan his surplus thousand out in 
his own community in which ease it will still serve to increase the bankers 
deposits. There is therefore an ebb and flow of money on account of the 
stability of the enterprises which are founded on the impetus of the 
crops. But we must remember that this money is a small part of the realty. 
The reality is that the merchant and the farmer have been enabled to con- 
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vert their crops into these various needs and the bank has been the means 
of the conversion through the instrumentality of credit money which it 
creates. 

Loans Swell Deposits 


It is this then that swells the deposits. And it ought never to be lost 
sight of in the management of the bank that this credit must sometime be 
canceled. It has increased because of the temporary passage of a heavy 
crop we will say into the forms of credit money which temporarily swell 
the deposits of the country, but there is no more gold coin, or little more, 
than there was before. And the wise banker studies the nature of his 
deposits and acts accordingly. 

Therefore the immediate effect on deposits is only the passing phase of 
the question. What is the permanent effect on business of a bumper crop 
as applied to the business of the community in which the bank is located? 
This is the problem that the wise banker will attempt to solve. And he 
will hold the throttle of his credit power according to his belief in the 
bumper crop. It is not wise to take too much for granted. 


Problems Solved by the Increase 


New problems are not finally solved in this country. We are in 
eternal process of readjustment. We are continually producing and con- 
suming, and always under new conditions. So that to point to a large 
crop as a solution of the money question or the emergency currency question, 
so called would be an error. And yet it is a facet that the credit which will 
be based on this new’ and almost unparalleled crop will do much to set 
aside the temporary necessity of an emergency currency. There will be 
enough currency in the checks of the farmers and merchants drawn on the 
credit, the exchange credit, of this new crop to furnish all the money we 
need in our domestic business. And with the wheat being exported and 
the gold bills coming back to pay for it we will have no need to buy gold 
in the markets of the world to pay our own securities when they fall due. 


Emergency Currency and the Gold Supply 


And they will not likely come home where there is every evidence of 
increasing prosperity, to use the much vaunted work. It is when there is 
doubt about paying the interest that the securities come home and take our 
gold. Bumper crops are the basis of a lot of foreign confidence. For the 
foreigner lives under a different government, and therefore does not put 
so much store in the power of politics to change the fundamental laws of 
supply and demand. He knows better, for likely as not he deals with a 
number of foreign countries each under its own form of government. We 
have been restricting our foreign trade, whether wisely or not is a politi- 
eal question with which we do not here deal, until we do not actually put 
our trading to the test of supply and demand in the foreign marts of the 
world. But now that again we have these billions of bushels of grain at 
home we may be able to get our eyes open to the effect on money credit 
and the enterprise that follows. 
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One of the immediate effects of a renewal of the business momentum of 
the country will be the creation of stock companies to carry on the various 
enterprises which will appeal to men from the money-making standpoint. 
It is an inevitable accompaniment of ‘‘good times.’’ And the banker will 
be called upon to finance many of them. It is here that he can exercise a 
most salutary influence on our domestic affairs. The test of the legitimacy 
of a corporation is the business it does. Is there a human need supplied? 
Not that the pleasures of life are not human needs. But is the plant for the 
purpose of doing something that will fit into our new and better mode of 
living? If so then well and good. If it is for the purpose of experimenting 
in the desires of men and women then let it be touched with a chary hand. 


Human Needs the Basis of Credit 


Again is it a part of the real productive capacity of the community in 
which it is erected or is it an importation simply because men have learned 
that money has been made in the enterprise elsewhere? This is a second 
consideration for the banker. Third, is it capitalized and manned properly ? 
If so then it has a fair show of success. But if it fail in any of these essen- 
tials then the banker will do well to frown on furnishing the credit, either 
directly or indirectly, with which to establish it. 

However, there is one thing that we must reckon with. We will never 
again, it is believed, witness the saturnalia of new companies and stock 
manipulation that characterized the last period of large business. We know 
the game better now. And again we consume so much more than formerly 
that we will not have the eredit-capital begging at our doors as formerly for 
some form of investment. Yet with it all the banker ought to look carefully 
to the use of his banking power. 


The Fostering of the Legitimate 


One of the chief lessons to be learned from the renewal of business due 
to the vast crop returns is that only the worthy is based on actual need. 
By need we do not limit the growth of the American people to the neces- 
sities of life. The luxury of today is the necessity of tomorrow. The 
workingman is an example. He does not live as he did formerly. And no 
one would have him do so. He is somewhat of a spendthrift owing to his 
success, but this is a fault of character not of conditions. No one would 
undertake to say that any of the proper comforts and pleasures of life are 
not rightfully his if he is able to procure them. And so he has a greater 
demand on trade than formerly and rightly so. 


The Workingman’s Better Day 


We will not ever go back, it is to be hoped, to the parsimony and the 
hardships of former days. It is then a legitimate need that men start en- 
terprises to foster this spirit of the better day in which we live regardless of 
our individual occupations. Yet here there is room for discrimination. 
There is too much of pleasure. It interferes with work. There is too much 
of what we term high living. It is beyond the means of the highest wages 
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that are paid. And the enterprise that is founded on a desire to profit by 
these extravagancees of life is one that it is not well to encourage. 

The banker in his own community can exercise a great restrictive and 
saving power through the use of credit. And it ought to be a lesson of the 
present renewal based on crop returns and practically on nothing else that 
only the legitimate, the actual good-producing, enterprises ought to be fos- 
tered. Is it too much to believe that the banker can put a restraining hand 
on our extravagant living. By no means if he will judge every loan by 
its effect on mankind. 


The Prime Bill of Exchange 


If in general trade which will be occasioned by the immense crops we 
shall encourage the Prime Bill of Exchange, the passage of that draft which 
is based on actual transactions, through the banks of the country as a means 
of using and energizing credit we will acomplish a great good. For it is 
the buying and selling of this that gives to England her power in the marts 
of the world. Even in a domestic way, if we could use this sort of a bill in 
utilizing the credit of the interior banks; the distribution of credit power 
which would ensue would go a long way toward equalizing conditions 
which sometimes threaten by reason of the very plethora of credit based 
on increased deposits. 


An Available Internal Credit 


A rapid distribution of this crop-credit power throughout the country 
would be the means of prospering industries, and in a legitimate way, that 
seem far removed from agriculture or even trade. And there is no reason 
why this may not come about in a domestic way. We have a great and a 
broad country. And even if we have little foreign carrying trade, com- 
paratively speaking, there is enough of interchange of goods between our 
diverse localities to make the use of this sort of bill a boon to the general 
eredit of the country. 

There is such a wide scope of crop-producing soil in our country that 
we have practically many nations in one. And if the banks would handle 
more of the drafts drawn on the sale and exchange of products in the vari- 
ous zones of production it would serve to make their credit earnings 
more stable and would at the same time help move the vast body of in- 
dustry. This too is a lesson of the present renewal of trade. It is due to 
crops in abundance, and to the industry and enterprise which grew 
immediately out of the supplying of collateral wants. 


Lesson With Relation to Politics 


Perhaps the most important lesson for the future lies in the illustra- 
tion which the present affords of the futility of political policies with refer- 
ence to the general prosperity of the country. Certain of the malcontents 
who want high office in this country have for fifteen or twenty years 
been teaching us in divers campaigns that if their panaceas, their so-called 
principles, are not put into force, the country will go to the bow-wows. 
We have in the past had to struggle against the lethargy which this has 
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induced: We have had to spur ourselves to effort to over-come the fear. 
And it came to be a common remark that the presidential year was fatal 
to business. 

Indifference to the Stump Speaker 


In this campaign the crops matured just at a time when the political 
agitator was on his biennial and quadrennial rounds. The crops had to be 
taken care of. There was less time to listen. Work must be done. Some- 
how there was the thrill of renewal in the air. Less attention was paid to 
politics than ever before in a campaign. One party was divided in its 
pronouncements. The other was somehow imbued with the policy of a 
conservative spirit. And the people when they were addressed could not 
be aroused to that oldtime enthusiasm, which worked because it was 
believed the end would come if certain principles did not prevail. 
The crops maturing in exceeding abundance in the midst of the campaign 
taught them to look with a feeling of certainty to the future. Moreover 
the differences of opinion as to the methods did not attract the usual 
attention. One party and half of another hammering the tariff and the 
people generally convinced that trade would and will expand under the 
lower duties,, and at least that prices would decline, still believed that we 
could go on no matter what ensued. The result is to lessen the power of 
polities. 

Resultant Growth of General Banking 


With every round of the seasons something remains of this great bounty 
of Nature. There is a larger volume of business for the banks. There is a 
temporary increase of deposits, and a new departure in trade. But out of 
it all, as the years go by, the toil and the soil, there is a degree of banking 
not known before. And this will be the present result. The very increase 
in the use of the check to handle the large crop will increase that banking 
industry. 

But too much must not be taken for granted. In many localities 
there will be such a swelling of deposits as will suggest the establishment 
of new banks. This is not always best for the community in question. 
There is no bank organized that cannot very materially increase its busi- 
ness without the need of the establishment of another institution. Let us 
beware of taking too much for granted at the present time. 


New Banks Should be Founded in Permanent Need 


The new bank if it comes must have something more than a temporary 
increase in current deposits and loans to justify its existence. There must 
be the need of locality. There must be the need of a diversity of business 
which will admit the congregation of new capital in the banking business. 
Without these things there will simply be another bank based on the same 
general business. This is not always for the best interests of the com- 
munity. 

More than this bankers will do well to remember that there is to be a 
lull in the trade before another crop is harvested. There may not be 
another bumper crop for several years. It is wise to handle the new and 
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increasing business safely. Let the banker remember that he is still the 
servant of trade and the volume of his checks and drafts bear a just ratio 
to the new day. 


Credit Money and the Clearing-house 


One thing will surely result from the temporary increase in the use of 
eredit-money. There will be greater need for the clearing-house. And 
there cannot be too many of these established according to the need of the 
times. For the clearing-house is but the servant and not the competitor 
of the banks that are already established. Clearing-houses will serve, and 
have served, to make an emergency currency out of the assets in hand. 
Doing this they but aid the rapid exchange of products and relieve the 
banks from the need of more money to meet the emergency. 

If the establishment and working of the clearing-house demonstrates 
one thing more than another it is the benefit of system in the clearing of 
these instruments of credit that grew out of the crops. Time was when the 
moving of a bumper crop filled the country with alarm. 


Ease With Which Crops are Moved 


Now it is but a question of the banking facilities of the country and 
little apprehension is felt. So that if the tendency is to push along trade 
and the issuance of credit to the point where the sudden congestion may 
cause collapse, then the establishment of new clearing-houses will but add 
to the security of the banks and business of the country. 

It will be well if in the need of the occasion there be established in 


country districts a new system of clearings in which the small banks may 
ally themselves together. To do this is but to foster easier interchange 
of products and safer methods of banking. The banks have by this means 
a cure within themselves for many of the so-called evils of scarce money 
and collapsible credit. And it will undoubtedly be one of the results of 
the renewal of business that we shall see these helpful institutions grow in 
numbers and in scope.

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| H E reason assigned for the high cost of living are as variegated 
“<3 he will point his finger at the middleman and produce statistics 
‘ he farmer to explain the causes for the increased cost of foodstuffs 
as the wheels and convultions of the human mind. If you ask a 
to prove that the middleman is making an unfair profit. If you ask the 
middleman to assign a reason for constantly ascending prices he will lay it 
to underproduction and the excessive cost of transportation. 

In the mind of the average Democratic statesman the high tariff is the 
cause of all the crimes and calamities that are common to our communal 
life, as well as the disasters that take place on land or on sea. If you ask 
a Republican politician to assign some cause for the ‘‘prosperity’’ that 
pinches the pocketbooks of the poor he is most apt to blame the middleman 
or distributor who, he will elaim, is making an inordinate profit on the 
necessities of life. If he is running for office, however, he is more apt to 
refrain from any direct allegations regarding the middleman and will hand 
you a lot of pretty piffle about the increased production of gold, which is 
about as intelligible to the average man as the hieroglyphies on Cleopatra’s 
Needle. 

Why the Middleman Is Blamed 

If you ask the average consumer why he has to pay more for the food 
necessities of the family, he is very apt to lay the blame entirely upon the 
middleman or retailer, because the retailer is the only one he comes in con- 
tact with. The consumer is not a student of economie conditions, and his 
opinion represents a just protest against existing conditions. 











Some Basis of Reason in This 

Now there is some basis of fact in all of these reasons assigned for the 

increased cost of living. It is true that in some localities the middleman 

| reaps an unfair and inordinate profit for the distribution of goods. But 
j 






this is not the middleman with whom we are concerned and who is repre- 
| sented in this convention. It is not the retailer who handles from day to 


day the great food staples that are consumed by our people The kind 
of middleman who is charged with drawing an excessive profit for dis- 
| tribution is the huckster in the large cities, who has interposed himself

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between the farmer and the retailer. He is an unnecessary cog in the 
machinery of distribution. But so far as the legitimate middleman is con- 
cerned, the man who distributes the staple commodities of life all the 
year ’round, his margin of profit, as you and I know, is no larger today 
than it was twenty years ago. 


Transportation an Item of Cost 

There is also some ground for the claim that a good portion of the 
increased prices of commodities goes to the railway companies for trans- 
portation. It is also true that the tariff is responsible for the increased 
cost of many of the necessities of life. As a matter of fact, this is not 
controverted by the defenders of our high protective tariff. A protective 
tariff is defended on the theory that it makes up the difference between 
the wage scale at home and the wage scale abroad, and while it is sup- 
posed to be in the interest of American wage earners, it naturally follows 
that the ultimate consumer must pay the difference, and it is assumed that 
he will be willing to pay the difference so long as it redounds to the benefit 
of the American wage earner. As a matter of faet, however, you and | 
know that the extra profits that accrue under a protective tariff are not 
fairly distributed among the wage earners who make the goods. 


Increased Production of Gold a Factor 


It is also undoubtedly true that the increased production of gold has 
had much to do with the steadily rising values of the necessities and luxuries 
of life. Economists tell us that there is a direct relation between the quan- 
tity of this metal, that is the basis of value, and the general industrial con- 
ditions. They tell us that as the basic metal increases in quantity—and as 
a consequence decreases in purchasing power—the value, the price of 
everything measured by and paid for by that metal, is invariably enhanced 
in value. 

Gold Output Has Increased Enormously 

The gold production of the world for the year 1896 was approximately 
$202,251,600. For 1909 it was approximately $445,000,000, an increase 
of 120 pereent over the production for 1896. The significance of these 
facts in their effect upon present and future values may be better under- 
stood when we remember the fact that gold is indestructible. The product 
of each recurring year is added to the product of all the years that have 
preceded it. As this metal accumulates it takes more gold to buy a bushel 
of wheat, a suit of clothes, a sack of flour or any of the necessities of life. 
It must also be remembered that wages must go up in about the same 
proportion that the purchasing power of the money the laborer earns go 
down. While we grocers and manufacturers are not economists, we can- 
not ignore the facts and conelusions deduced by the thinkers of our times 
who are able to trace a direct and intimate relation between the produc- 
tion of gold and the prices or value of the things we buy. 

Having considered the causes that are usually assigned as contributing 
factors in the increased cost of living, I now come to what I regard as 
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the more fundamental and far-reaching reasons for the constantly ascend- 
ing seale of prices which are the despair of the wage earner and the con- 
sternation of the millionaire. In the first place, you will all agree with 
James J. Hill of the Great Northern Railway in his statement that in the 
final analysis ‘‘it is not the high cost of living, but the cost of high living,”’ 
that is the trouble with most Americans. Our standard of living are 
higher than ever before. Our wants and our desires have multiplied until 
the luxuries of yesterday become the necessities of today. We are still 
trying to ape those who are in just a little better financial condition than 
we are. We are not going to be outdone by our rich neighbor if we can 
help it. In short, if we are not living beyond our means we are certainly 
living up to the limit. 


Expense of Delivery Is a Big Item of Cost 


These are the days when nearly everything you purchase, either in 
grocery stores or dry goods stores, must be delivered by the merchant 
at your door. You are no longer going to market with a basket in which 
to carry home your purchases. If your neighbor has a piano or a pianola 
or a phonograph you are not satisfied to have your wife or daughter 
get along without these instruments. The telephone, which is now a house- 
hold necessity, adds to the monthly expense of running a home. Life in- 
surance, which was once regarded as a luxury, is now a necessity, and 
its increasing burden adds to the drain on the family income. You are 
more of a traveler than your ancestors were, and the increased facilities 
for getting from place to place through trolley lines and automobile tempts 
the nimble nickels and dollars from the family purse. Your fads and 
hobbies, amusements and recreations, are more numerous and more expen- 
sive than in the days of your grandparents. 


. Drift of People to the Cities 


Having given due consideration to these causes of the high cost of liv- 
ing, I now come to an even more fundamental and far-reaching cause, 
which is the steady drift of people from agricultural communities toward 
the cities, leaving vast areas of our land untilled or improperly cultivated. 
This aspect of the question is one of the serious problems of the age. 
This, of course, affects the cost of living in so far as it relates to the food 
supply, which, as you know, lies at the basis of popular contentment and 
prosperity. The rapidly changing ratio between the number of producers 
of food in the United States and the number of consumers of food has 
furnished ground for investigations of a far-reaching character, not only 
by the Department of Agriculture, but by editors and publishers of farm 
journals and by students and thinkers connected with our agricultural 
colleges and our great railway systems. According to the Bureau of Statis- 
tics at Washington, during the last ten years the acreage in this country 
devoted to agriculture has increased 23 percent. Agricultural products 
have increased ‘36 percent, but the consumption during the same period 
has increased 60 percent, almost three times as great as the increased 
acreage and almost twice as great as the increased production. 
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According to statistics based upon the thirteenth census, the area of 
average price per bushel of corn during that time increased 80 percent. 
cultivated land shows an increase in ten years of 3,500,000 acres, while the 
The area devoted to wheat in 1909 as compared with that of 1899 shows 
a decrease of about 8,000,000 acres, but an increase in production of nearly 
25,000,000 bushels and an increase in value of 77.8 percent. With an 
inerease of more than 10,000,000 acres of hay in forage crops and an 
inereased production of nearly 18,000,000 tons there is an increase in value 
of 70 percent. 

Some Comparisons of Values 


With an increase in the number of horses owned in the United States 
in 1909 over 1899 of nearly 1,500,000, and notwithstanding the hundreds 
of thousands of automobiles which have come into use, there is an increase 
in the value of these horses of $1,180,000,000, or more than 131 percent. 
With an increase of 919,000 mules, the comparison covering the same 
respective periods, there is an increase in value of $326,000,000, or 166 
percent. 

The census report shows the following figures applicable to poultry, 
including turkeys, chickens, ducks and geese: In 1909 the number was 
250,623,000; in 1910, 291,365,000, an increase of nearly 41,000,000, or 16.2 
percent, while the value increased nearly $68,000,000, or practically 80 
percent. 

Our Food Requirements Are Great 


Wheat is the most important food staple of the white man, and New 
York State, with a population of something over 9,000,000, consuming 
per capita about 5.4 bushels per annum, requires approximately 50,000,000 
bushels of wheat each year to feed the people living within its borders. 
The farmers of the State produce on an average only 7,000,000 bushels a 
year. In 1910 only eighteen of the forty-eight States produced sufficient 
wheat for their own consumption. Potatoes, like wheat, are a food staple 
of almost every American family, and the empire of Germany, with a 
total area less than the State of Texas, produces annually more than 
seven times the number of bushels of potatoes that are produced in all of 
the States of the Union combined. 


Back to the Farm Movement as a Remedy 


, 


The obvious remedy for this condition is the ‘‘back to the farm’’ move- 
ment which is the battle ery of such captains of industry as W. C. Brown, 
president of the New York Central Railroad, and James J. Hill, president 
of the Great Northern Railroad, and other equally prominent men in the 
industrial world. To show his faith in the larger pursuit of scientifie agri- 
culture as a remedy for these conditions Mr. Brown induced the New York 
Central Railroad to establish bureaus for the purpose of encouraging the 
immigrants to this country to take up land and become farmers. Experi- 
ment farms have been established along the New York Central lines and 
the company is getting splendid results. Many a sturdy young farmer 
from Holand, Sweden, and other countries comes to the United States with 
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the intention of starting at once for the far West or for the Northwest. 
The New York Central farm agents convince them that just as good wages 
are to be had nearer at hand and that conditions await them here which 
makes it worth their while to establish a good paying farm without the 
attending expense of making a long journey to the West. 


Average Yield per Acre Is Small 

Statistics compiled by the Agricultural Department at Washington 
show that in the United States with the most fertile soil and favorable 
climate in the world our average annual yield of wheat is less than 14 
bushels to the acre, while England produces more than 32, Germany about 
28, The Netherlands more than 34 and France approximately 20. Of oats, 
the United States produces an average annual yield of 23.7 bushels per 
acre, England 42, Germany 46 and The Netherlands 53. The average 
yield of potatoes in the United States is 85 bushels per acre, while that 
of Germany, Belgium and Great Britain is 250 bushels. Each year immi- 
gration and natural increase add approximately two million hungry mouths 
to be fed in this country, calling for an increase of 75,000,000 bushels of 
food producing cereal per annum to supply this demand. 


Some of the Remedies Suggested 

And finally, what are the remedies for the conditions that have brought 
consumption of food supplies so near to production of food supplies in 
this country and which are in turn the fundamental cause of the higher 
cost of living? They are: More farms, stock, practical gardens and fruit 
orchards, as well as more science and method in the cultivation of soil. 
In other words, conservation, back-to-the-land, economy and efficiency in 
distribution are the great needs of the nation. Abandoned farms must 
be reoccupied and made to pay through careful cultivation. Agriculture 
must be studied as a science and profession. We must learn to prevent 
waste, to increase productiveness and to organize distribution.

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THE BANKS AND PUBLIC SERVICE 
By B. F. HARRIS

O man liveth unto himself alone’ * * “nor by bread alone,’ 
—are the words inspired by the ‘‘Giver of all things good.’’ 
They are truer today, at least better appreciated and more 
necessity is found for their consideration and application, than 

when they were given as ‘‘gospel’’. Curious as it may seem, the further 

we pass from the days of the decalogue and the prophets, through their 
seasoning by the centuries, the closer we come to their eternal truths. 

This age of efficiency and service, in order to produce these results, 
has had, not unwillingly to accept them as the guide of business,—the rule 
of reason, as well as the rule of faith, and the banker shall not be the last 
to be led by them. Man has two great concerns in life, one the conquest 
of his environment, the other to express an interpret what life means to 
him. 

It is possible for bankers, who are generally well advanced in such con- 
quest, to demonstrate that a fuller life means a completer conquest of the 
forces that retard public welfare. 

The banker is among the most important men in his community, 
whether he knows it or not. He should be the bravest man in town and the 
least afraid of criticism. We need more men of all classes who appreciate 
their obligations to the community,—who stand for something besides 
themselves. “Talent should lay its tribute on the altar of human need.” 





Public Welfare Essential of Prosperity 


So long as we understand that the prosperity and perpetuity of the 
nation depends upon the welfare of and success of the average man and 
the average woman, so long will we put the public welfare in the first 
place. We have reached the days of realignment and readjustment and 
realize that we must be progressive in order to be conservative. 

Men of observation, constructive, progressive citizens, have long ceased 
to need argument to convince them of the crying necessity for better 
agricultural methods ;—for citizen making systems of education ;—for bet- 
ter roads;—for all the things that will advance the mighty cause of 
agriculture and serve to solve or ease the Problems of Rural Life, and pro- 
mote the general welfare. 


(29) 
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These are the problems that indirectly effect the whole nation, even 
more, if possible, than they directly relate to the rural population. So, 
while the pressing importance of these problems had long since passed 
the stage of argument,—and effort was erystalizing on all sides for their 
adoption and execution,—there was much debate, ethically and otherwise, 
—whether a Bankers’ Association,—or even a banker,—should actively 
take interest in these and other matters of general welfare. There was that 
ancient idea and failure to act through fear of being misunderstood. 
You will hear no challege now, when we state that there is no further 
argument against the practical and publie value of—in fact there is erying 
necessity for,—such a policy. 


Efforts to Stimulate Good Citizenship 


It has been the great privilege of the Illinois Bankers’ Association to 
pioneer the work among bankers’ state organizations,—of undertaking 
and demonstrating the suecess of a wide campaign in the field of good 
citizenship and public welfare. We have started a demonstration and will 
continue to demonstrate, in growing measure, as other great organiza- 
tions of business men are doing, our living interest in public affairs, and 
that the people, more men without party, more business men and fewer 
politicians, must run their government and formulate its policies. 


Need More Than College Educational Aid 


In the natural order of things, no matter how pure their purpose, we 
eannot leave agricultural development chiefly to the colleges ;—eduecational 
methods entirely to the teachers;—banking bodily to the bankers ;—big 
business problems solely to the corporations;—nor even religion to the 
clergy ;—certainly not govenment to piratical politicians. 

Good government like any other serviceable and practical institution, is 
a matter of good business and business methods and business men, with a 
vision broadened and heart warmed by the public interest must shape and 
direct and dominate, if we are to approach a true democracy. 





Social and Economic Problems Assuming New Phrases 


Social and industrial, eeconomie and political problems are assuming 
new and not always pleasing nor pacific phases,—developing in many 
doubtful directions and adding adherents amazingly, in the last few years 
and months. 

We must acknowledge the merit of many of their claims, or at least 
their irresistibility, and move with them, not simply because it adds fuel 
and is futile to oppose, but because, in so doing, we may help save and shape 
the newer ideas of greater liberties and fuller justice along progressive and 
constructive lines. 

We have only ourselves to fear, for,—while idly scoffing or standing 
pat, others will do for us,—when we might actively be, as in reality we are, 
makers of our own destiny, as well as in truth our brother’s keeper. The 
-ause and effect, the result as well as the burden, is on the business man. 
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Keeping this in mind, never fear lest we make good the real meaning of 
our institutions, never doubt that all our ideals will be realized. 

You will pardon our prophesy for it comes from a conviction that these 
complex and protentious problems are paramount, and infinitely more im- 
portant and pertinent at this time, than questions of current business and 
finance. 

They press upon the present and every person, and their prompt and 
successful solution reaches far into the future for it furnishes the founda- 
tion for all the years that are to come. 

Almost without exception every member in our ranks has felt the uplift 
of our present policy and helped in it. 


Work is Spreading to Other States 


The story of our work has spread throughout the land, till scarcely a 
publication in the country from the great metropolitan daily to the obscure 
country weekly, down through a wide range of national publications and 
all the farm press, but has told the story of the Lllinois Bankers’ Associa- 
tion ‘‘living not to itself alone,’’—endorsed the movement and bid it God- 
speed. A dozen other state associations asked us to tell them our story and 
are following it, the people of Illinois are becoming greatly interested in 
and are looking to this organization—now well in the forefront in these 
good works. 

Imagine the impetus it has given the cause for which we Jabored and 
the direct and indirect benefit to us and all, and the closer bonds between 
the banks and those who have business with them. 

The more points at which we touch human nature and human interests 
the more alive we are and the longer we will remain so. 

We are giving the people a practical demonstration that the interest of 
banker and customer is identical and that the general interest is a part of 
our interest. 

First Conference of Bankers and Farmers 


This Association called the first conference ever invited, of banker- 
farmer representatives from every state in the union and we inaugurated 
and greatly aided the movement to have the great American Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation appoint a standing committee on Agriculture and Education. 

In the matter of improving farm methods, this association first agitated, 
and the agricultural press has given us credit for pioneering the movement 
for extending farm field demonstration work throughout the nation by 
Federal aid. We want to take the new methods to the farmer on his farm. 
We prepared a bill aiding such work, went with it before congress, and 
favorable legislation wil! follow. We should have state legislation per- 
mitting the county supervisors to grant similar local aid. 


Some of the Advantages Derived 


The advantages of such work are so apparent that several counties, 
notably DeKalk, led by the bankers, have taken up this work at their own 
expense. They realize that only 5 bushels per acre added to their yields 
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will add from a half to a million or more dollars annually to their county’s 
income. 

Commercial banking is doing in rate and volume about all it can do 
toward farm financing, but as the farmers adopt better and more perma- 
nent agricultural methods, systems will be devised giving them the advan- 
tages of long time amortizing mortgage loans at low rates, following the 
best European practices. 

From the point of view of national wealth and prosperity—of national 
existence even—we need the most skillful handling of the nation’s food 
supply. 

Must Seek To Replace Elements Taken Out of Soil 


Illinois, leading in agriculture, owes to itself and the nation the duty 
of leading in improved methods and yields in agriculture. We must create 
soil as well as bank reserves,—we can’t maintain the latter if we don’t and 
we want the recall to the farm and to back up the farm for it is the best 
place God ever planned. 

It is high time that public opinion should adopt the right attitude 
toward the most important body of wealth producers in the land. But, 
above all, a poor farmer is a poor citizen and a good farmer is among the 
best of citizens. There is no other genuine and fundamental movement in 
American life today comparable in its earnestness, and the results to be 
obtained, to this many-sided effort to build up country life. 


Urges Vocational Education 


The Illinois Association’s committee called, so far as we ean learn, the 
first conference ever assembled in the state, of all its primary interests, who 
appreciated the necessity for a better and more modern public school 
system. The conference had representatives of agriculture, manufactur- 
ing, labor, banking, publie schools, colleges, normal schools, civic, commer- 
cial and professional clubs, teachers’ associations, laymen and experts. It 
is truly a representative and democratic assemblage, whose purpose is to 
draft the best possible bill for an adequate public school system and its 
committees are earnestly at work on the problem. 

It should be deeply gratifying to us to have this privilege of bringing 
all these interests together, demonstrating our desire to affiliate and labor 
with each and every one, in the effort to secure an educational system that 
will more adequately perform its proper function of making citizens. 

All the people and all our property is taxed only on the theory that we 
are making citizens, educated for life’s work and its purposes, and yet it 
is clear that the children are not getting what they are entitled to—nor 
what we pay for in the matter of an edueation fitted to their needs, to the 
needs of citizenship. 


State’s Interest in Efficiency is Fundamental 


It is a fundamental principle that the state has an equal interest in the 
efficiency, and progress of all its members and the public school must not 
be satisfied with a narrower ideal. It is a maxim of German statesmen that 
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whatever you would have appear in the life of a people you should put 
into its schools. Take care of the youth of the Republic and they will take 
eare of the Republic. ‘‘Our children should be taught not only the labors 
ut the earth but the loveliness of it.’’ To learn more is to earn more and 
only the useful person is safe and sane. 

Only one out of nineteen publie school pupils goes beyond the elementary 
grades. What a breakdown in our system when 95 per cent do not avail 
themselves even of what at best is not what it should be. 

Edueation in the country should face the farm, and in the larger com- 
munities the trades and industries, and all our girls be homemakers, all this 
with the cultural, fully as much as the practical benefits in mind. 

In education and scientific farming lies the hope of the nation. 


National Efficiency is Essential to Greatness 


In this connection we want to leave another thought that concerns our 
national policy and that will find its solution largely through a modern 
school system. The thought is not new, as none of these suggestions are, 
though it would seem so from the failure of the people to promptly appre- 
ciate and act on them. We have passed the exploitation period in this 
country and have been all too slow in comprehending or acting upon the 
necessity for the various conservations. Even more, we have reached the 
stage where we must begin the work of secondary conservations, more 
especially accomplished through secondary manufacturers. 


Continue to Deplete Our National Resources 


America has been likened to a hugh stevedore, or senseless slave, bearing 
down to the ships of the sea our crude or semi-crude materials for the use 
of the capital, labor and intelligence of foreign nations. 

Such exportations are a depletion of our natural resources, robbing our- 
selves in a few years of the irreplaceable heritage of the ages, showing our 
Jack of study and statesmanship. 

We export our natural assets, iron, copper, oils, cotton, selling these 
natural resources or values at a few cents per pound and buying them back 
from Europe in finished fashion at several times or hundred times 
that price. Our exports earry 3 to 15 per cent of factory labor, while Ger- 
man, French and English exports carry 40 to 80 per cent. 


Is a Heavy Toll of Our Lack of Foresight 


This is the terrible toll our lack of foresight and more intensified manu- 
facturing pays to the intelligence of European statesmanship and their 
skilled labor. 

The creation through more modern school methods, with technical and 
industrial training, of a great army of skilled Americans, will enable us to 
sell a minimum of our natural values with a maximum of our skilled labor 
adding fifty or a hundred fold. The extent to which we increase this and 
all our efficiencies will measure the degree of our progress and prosperity. 
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When we are well started on such a course we will become the victors 
in all commercial, industrial and agricultural fields and the earning power 
of every American workman will be enormously increased, at the same time 
saving what the Creator gave us by selling chiefly what we create. 

On the farm side of the problem, we export most of our phosphate to 
fertilize the farms of Europe, and every bushel of wheat we ship abroad 
carries twenty-seven cents of our soil fertility. 

Germany’s policy, for instance, suggests they save the phosphates in 
their soils, by methods and crops easier on the land, and buy their wheat 
from us and others who are not so wise,—who have not adopted such a far 
reaching and far sighted policy. 


‘‘Blue Sky’’ Bill and Sharks 


In further accord with our policy of public welfare we have ealled at- 
tention to, and again suggest the necessity for legislation in this state, fol- 
lowing the line of the Kansas ‘‘blue sky’’ bill, to save the people of the 
state from the enormous loss they suffer through purchase of ‘‘wild eat’’ 
and worthless so called securities. The July report of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral shows $120,000,000 lost to the people during the year, in ‘‘wild eat’’ 
securities sold through the mails. 

Millions more were lost in the mails and not reported and still other 
millions by personal and direct sales. The stuff sold was largely bogus min- 
ing and fake medicine stocks and worthless land. The government con- 
victed and sentenced 452 of these sharpers and 571 yet await trial while 
thousands have escaped. 

The ‘‘Loan Shark’’ situation, and the immigrant banks, who prey on 
foreigners, also need attention, and it should be the privilege and duty of 
ali good bankers to assist in driving out of the state, these several classes 
of human sharks, many of whom pose as bankers. 


KEEP GOING 


When one task is finished, jump into another. Don’t hesitate. Don’t 
falter. Don’t waver. Don’t wait. Keep going. 

Keep going. Doing something is always better than doing nothing. For 
activity breeds ambition, energy, progress, power. And _ inactivity breeds 
idleness, laziness, shiftlessness, sloth. 

Don’t dawdle in the hope that inspiration will strike you. Inspiration 
is more likely to strike a busy man than an idle one. 

Save the half hours that are wasted in waiting. That is the secret of

SOLUTION OF FOREIGN CREDIT PROBLEM

of the most difficult export markets, and the question uppermost 
in the minds of American manufacturers is: ‘‘How can they do it?’’ 


Manufacturers Must Restrict Credit 


It did not require a very exhaustive study of German conditions to show 
that German manufacturers are still less in a position to grant lengthy 
terms of credit to foreign customers than the American manufacturers. 
The long terms of credit of which we hear so much are not granted by 
German manufacturers, but by German export merchants who have their 
own establishments in foreign countries and have no capital invested in the 
manufacture of goods. These export merchants have the co-operation of 
the wonderful German banking system in financing their foreign ship- 
ments. They are equipped for the long term credit business, and American 
manufacturers can neither hope to duplicate such terms nor are they really 
expected to do so by foreign customers. It would be an exceedingly poor, 
nay, a disastrous policy on their part to attempt to do so, especially in view 
of the fact that there is everywhere in Germany a tendency to curtail long 
terms of payment at home and abroad, which are described by the most 
thoughtful bankers and students of political economy in Germany as a 
rampant evil. 


Have Done Little to Solve Problem 


To solve the credit problem the German manufacturer has done prac- 
tically nothing. It has been entirely the work of the German export. mer- 
chants and the German banks to study the needs of customers in foreign 
countries for eredit accommodation, to install at home and abroad adequate 
machinery for meeting local needs and to do so on a sufficiently safe and 
remunerative basis. The efforts of the German manufacturers to do a direct 
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business have been pitifully unsuccessful. You, gentlemen, have outstripped 
them in that regard immeasurably. It may be said that the German 
manufacturer is not at all in the export business. Where he exports direct 
he demands eash against documents in Berlin, same as the American manu- 
facturer not familiar with foreign conditions or through lack of capital, 
incapable of carrying on his books a number of foreign accounts, or perhaps 
unwilling to grant credit to a customer of whose standing he is not satisfied, 
demands cash against documents in New York. 


Manufacturers Discomforture, the Exporters Jury 


When the German manufacturer burns his fingers when granting credit 
abroad it is a course of real joy to the export merchants of Germany who 
resent attempts on the part of the manufacturers to go around them. The 
German manufacturer as a rule has very little cash in his business. The 
remarkable extent to which German manufacturing is done on credit was 
exemplified among many others by the following experience which came 
under my personal observation while I was sitting in the office of one of 
the foremost banks in Germany. The director of the bank in question 
showed me an instance of the way German manufacturers carried on their 
business: ‘‘Here is a manufacturer,’’ he said, ‘‘who has an order from 
one of the foremost German industrial enterprises to deliver every month 
for twelve months 50,000 marks’ worth of his products. He comes to me 
and shows me the order. He has no money to purchase the raw product 
which he needs in his manufacture. This raw product must come from the 
United States and Canada and it has to be paid for in cash. He also must 
have money to run his factory while he is turning out the goods. I tell him 
that I will give him eredit for several hundred thousand marks in this 
manner: He ean draw on our bank for so and so many thousand marks 
every month. We accept his drafts. He takes them to the discount market 
and procures cash on them. 


No Actual Cash Involved in Transaction 


Note that I have not loaned him any actual cash funds of the bank, but 
merely our credit. He is able with the discounted notes to pay for his 
supplies and other expenses, and when his own customer pays him he has 
plenty of time to settle with us. It is only a coincidence that our bank is 
represented on the board of directors of our client’s customers.”’ 

The affiliations of the German banks with industrial enterprises of every 
description are very widespread. The entire business fabrie of the country 
seems to be built on eredit. It is a beautiful system while everything works 
smoothly, but it is very apt to slip a cog when things are upset. The little 
panie which prevailed in Germany during the Morocean controversy drove 
many manufacturers to the wall. I landed in England at a time when the 
coal strike paralyzed the entire English trade. There was not one industry 
that was not inconvenienced, but I understand there was not one failure 
resultant from the strike. Ifa strike of the same proportions and character 
had prevailed in Germany imagination alone ean picture the results. 
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The German manufacturer doing an export business either entrusts 
some particular export merchant with the task of pushing his goods in the 
export field, which is done by means of sending out catalogues, samples, 
price lists, ete., or he merely contents himself with accepting the orders 
turned over to him by export merchants or relies on the canvassing efforts 
of the export agent or both. The small manufacturer in Germany seldom 
dreams of installing his own sales organization for over-sea markets. It is 
only the big manufacturer who has an outlet for his goods in some special 
market who will undertake to do so. In spite of the distiuct tendency to 
eliminate the export merchant the German manufacturer has been unable to 
achieve that end. He asks himself: ‘‘Does it pay to deal direct and run 
the risk of loss if by taking advantage of a strong existing sales organiza- 
tion with a knowledge of local conditions such as the manufacturer could 
never hope to rival the risk may be eliminated?’’ He has the opportunity 
of making sole selling arrangements with export merchants who employ 
traveling salesmen and the cost is distributed among a number of non- 
competing manufacturers. The German export merchant pays the manu- 
facturer in cash, which means within thirty days. There are some excep- 
tions to this rule; for instance in the machinery trade, where the exporter 
frequently pays one-third of the purchase price with order and the balance 
on the receipt of the machine. Then there are certain cash lines. 


Export Markets Gradually Grow Independent 


The time will eventually come when the export markets will become 
economically so independent as to be able to finance their own shipments. 
Then the export merchant in Germany will be eliminated and cash or short 
term eredits will prevail. This has been the history of the German trade 
with the United States, which is now practically cash business and where 
Germans employ middlemen, if at all, merely for the sake of convenience. 
Therefore, also, American customers receive in Germany the benefit of much 
lower prices than those quoted by Germans for the same goods to their 
customers who require long credit. 


Drafts on South American Business 


With regard to drafts, the Germans quote three to twelve months’ credit 
to South America, usually three to six months; four to nine months to 
Central America and West Indies; one to four months to Australia; two to 
six months, generally three months, to China and Japan; one to six months 
to Dutch East Indies; one to four months to India; two to six months to 
South Africa; one to four months to West Africa and East Africa, and four 
to nine months to North Africa and Asia Minor. Drafts are frequently 
extended by the Germans, and I was told by a prominent British banker 
that the result of this lenieney is that the customer, say in South Africa, will 
religiously honor the American draft at maturity and provide for an exten- 
sion of the German draft. 

It is only within recent years that payment of the foreign drafts has 
been made to German exporters in marks. Sterling currency still largely 
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prevails, and at one time was the absolute rule. This is due to the fact 
that originally the Germans used to buy their goods for oversea shipments 
in London, and the German exporters preferred London funds. Nowadays 
sterling currency prevails in German dealings outside of South America, 
where the mark is now the favorite medium, and Egypt, Morocco and Asia 
Mimor, where the French currency is employed. 


German System Is An Assistance 


In German dealings with oversea markets the magnificent system of 
German banks plays an important role. There is in Germany one central 
institution, the Imperial Bank, which dictates the bank rate and the dis- 
count rate, a system of the so-called great banks which have branches 
throughout Germany, and the so-called foreign banks which are closely 
affiliated with the great banks. 

Of the so-called great banks the Deutsche Bank was the first. It was 
organized primarily to promote the foreign trade of Germany and was the 
first and foremost expounder of the necessity of establishing German control 
banks in oversea markets which were to become local financial powers and 
nuclei for German trade. There are many of these banks in South America 
and Asia. In other countries the Germans have banking connections 
through their London banks and through special arrangements. 


Special Facilities Are Afforded 


The German banks offer special facilities to export merchants for 
financing their foreign business, in the shape of current account and of 
acceptance eredit. The rates charged for accommodations are governed 
by the Imperial Bank. The banks also undertake the so-called deleredere, 
which is a guarantee for the discharge of the buyer’s obligation.

COMMERCE COMMISSION AND THE COURTS

Ii E N the Interstate Commerce Commission was established there 
began the so-called conflict between the Commission and the 
courts. Many of the early decisions of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission were resisted by the railroads and many of these 

decisions were overruled by the United States Supreme Court. As an ad- 

voeate of the people it was not unnatural for the Commission to fall into 
errors in the eapacity of an arbiter between the people and the railroads, 
even to make mistakes in the law, not because of any lack of ability or hon- 
esty on the part of the Commission, but because the inability on the part of 





an advocate to see both sides of the question is a trait of human nature. 
The railroad managers, not without sanction from the courts, as evidenced 
by the decisions which have been quoted, had a conception of their rights 
upon which the Interstate Commerce Commission seemed to encroach. 

Although the railroads obeyed 90 per cent of the formal orders made 
by the Commission, they steadily resisted its encroachments, while the mem- 
bers of the Commission, not satisfied with the measure of their authority, 
nas steadily pressed for an increase of power. The Commission’s zeal in 
advocacy and the natural human resentment of interference led it to be 
exceedingly unfriendly to judicial control. The early annual reports of 
the Commission contained numerous criticisms of the courts, even of the 
Supreme Court, and many of them most severe. This use by the Commis- 
sion of its annual report as an organ of publie criticism of the courts has 
continued to the present, although the courts by the nature of their fune- 
tions are prohibited from making reply to such eriticism or engaging in 
pubhe discussion of the cases that come before them. 


Attitude of The Public Explained 


Public sentiment, almost invariably against the railroads; led to the 
enactment of the further Federal legislation which has given the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission enlarged power over the interstate railroads 
of the country. It has prescribed the system of accounts to be used by the 
‘ailroads, the standard of safety appliances, rules for demurrage for this, 
that and the other thing. The railroads unquestionably have been forced 
to do things that they ought to have done of their own volition, but which 
were not done sometimes for lack of funds, sometimes for lack of foresight

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and sometimes because of lack of accord between the administrators of 
various roads. The drastic features of some enactments would have been 
avoided had railroad managers always exercised the spirit of forbearance 
and compromise. 

In accordance with their importance cases in the ordinary course of liti- 
gation may be appealed from a lower to a higher court, and most cases of 
Federal concern may be appealed ultimately to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

Interstate Commission Not a Court 


The expression ‘‘appeal’’ is used when a ease is taken from a lower court 
to a higher court. The Interstate Commerce Commission is not a court, but 
none the less its decisions affect the rights of property, and therefore a 
party thereto cannot be debarred from having such decision passed upon 
ultimately by the courts. The Constitution provides, however, that except 
in a few classes of cases of peculiar nature a cause cannot be heard first in 
the Supreme Court. It must come to it on appeal from a lower court. 

As the Interstate Commerce Commission is not a court, the taking of one 
of its decisions into a court is not designated as an appeal; the case is taken 
from the Commission to the court for ‘‘review’’ by the court. It was 
originally provided in the interestate commerce law that the decisions of 
the Commission should be subject to review by the United States Cireuit 
Courts. Appeal would lie from the United States Cireuit Court to the 
United States Supreme Court. 


Right of Review Cannot be Denied 


There have been those who would deny to the courts the right to review 
the decisions of the Commission. Although this right of review was 
discussed in Congress during the debate on the Hepburn bill, it is obvious 
that it cannot be denied. 

It has been enacted that the courts have no jurisdiction to review the 
wisdom or expedieney of the views or action of the Commission within the 
limits of its administrative funetion. However, the Supreme Court has 
said, ‘‘Beyond controversy, in determining whether an order of the Com- 
mission shall be sustained or set aside, we must consider (a) all relevant 
questions of constitutional power or right; (b) all pertinent questions as to 
whether the administrative order is within the seope of the delegated 
authority, under which it purports to have been made; and (c) a proposition 
which we state independently, although in its essence it may be contained 
in the previous ones, viz., wether even although the order be in form 
within the delegated power, nevertheless it must be treated as not embraced 
therein because the exertion of authority which is questiond has been 
manifested in such an unreasonable manner as to cause it in truth to be 
within the elementary rule that the substance and not the shadow deter- 
mines the validity of the exercise of the power.’’ 

To expedite the trial of cases brought into the United States Cireuit 
Court after decision by the Interstate Commerce Commission; in order 
that such eases might have the consideration of a court that should gain 
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increasing experience with the problems of traffic and in the application of 
the law, as related to them, the Congress established the Commerce Court 
to review cases brought from the Interstate Commerce Commission. 


Conflict Between Commission and Court 


As the Commerce Court, which has no powers other than those formerly 
possessed by the United States Cireuit Court and whose judges rank as did 
the judges of the United States Circuit Court, has been made the court in 
which reviews of the decisions of the Interstate Commerce Commission are 
concentrated, it follows that the long continued conflict between the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and the courts has now become primarily a 
conflict between the Interstate Commerce Commission and the Commerce 
Court. 

The Commerce Court has probably rendered no greater proportion «! 
decisions adverse to the Commission than have the Cireuit Court or the 
Supreme Court if there be taken the entire record from the organization 
of the Commission. It must be borne in mind that ordinarily the orders 
of the Commission are complied with. It is only when the counsel for the 
railroad companies feel satisfied that they can clearly demonstrate error 
on the part of the Commission that they take a case to court. Therefore 
it may not be a cause of surprise that in a considerable number of these 
cases, Which involve but a very small proportion of the orders of the Com- 
mission, the court should find that the Commission had committed errors 
that invalidated its orders. This is only to be expected because of that 
human fallibility from which members of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission are not exempt. 


Commission An Anomalous Institution 


Whatever be the outcome of the controversy over the relation that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission bears to he courts, it must be reeognized 
that from whatever viewpoint it be considered the Commission is, under 
our scheme of government, an anomalous institution. Under that clause 
of the Constitution which gives the Congress the power to regulate com- 
merece between the States, and which was intended to keep one State from 
taking advantage of another, the Congress has been considered to have the 
power to fix rates of the railways applying to interstate traffic. The dele- 
gation of this power to the Commission, while not considered by the courts 
as a delegation of legislative power, unquestionably is closely related to 
the legislative power. 

The power accorded the Commission to determine whether an existing 
rate be reasonable makes it a judicial body. Its mandate to see that the 
interstate commerce act is enforced makes it an executive body. Therefore 
the Commission does not fit into our scheme of government under which it 
is ordained that the legislative, exeeutive and judicial functions shall be 
separate. This is not to say that the Commission may not be a useful insti- 
tution. It has done many useful things and has the opportunity to do 
more. This is not to say that, although an anomaly at present, it may not 
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become adjusted to our scheme of government or that our scheme of 
government may not become adjusted to include the Commission. Indeed, 
as repeated decisions of the Supreme Court of the United States have recog- 
nized the validity of orders issued by the Commission, it must be admitted 
that the constitutionality of the Commission has been virtually even if not 
expressly established. As it stands, it is engrafted upon the government 
and receives nourishment from the same source that vitalizes the three 


original co-ordinate departments, to no one of which can it in truth be 
said to belong. 


Exercises Greater Power Than Any Other Agency 


Thus engrafted upon the government, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission exercises a greater measure of power than any other agency of the 
government not only over the railways of the United States but through 
its power over railway rates over the entire industry and commerce of the 
United States. 

As we have seen, the popular and legal conception of the relations of the 
railroads to the government has undergone marked changes, and, as we 
all know, there is a possibility of still more radical change. The era of 
corporate amalgamation marks a transition in the industrial and commer- 
cial status which has found effect in modification of the laws. As the 
problems developed by this period of transition are not as yet thoroughly 
understood, the laws to which they have given rise are as yet incoherent. 


Capital Must be Protected. 


Inasmuch as the railroads of this country have been constructed and 
maintained by private capital, that capital must be protected in the rights 
inherent in property. To do otherwise would impede their operation, 
impair their maintenance and obstruct their development. There is but 
one way in which the obligation of the government to the railroads as pri- 
rate property can be removed, and that is through their purchase by the 
government. The experience of other countries in the ownership and 
administration of the railroads is sufficient to give the people of the 
United States a long pause before taking this step. 

That private property must be used for the publie good applies with 
redoubled foree to the railways. This does not mean, however, that their 
public relations may be considered a basis for their oppression by the public 
any more than their status as private property can be made the basis for 
oppression of the publie by them.

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SAFETY IN REAL ESTATE BONDS 
By CHARLES REMMINGTON 


N THE course of the next few years Central California, inelud- 
ing the bay region and the Sacramento and San Joaquin val- 
leys, is destined to undergo a rate of development that proba- 
bly has never been enjoyed by any similar area. With the 

establishment of direct steamship service between Europe and this port, a 
very considerable portion of the 1,000,000 immigrants who now disembark 
at New York will first set foot on American soil in San Francisco. It is 
impossible and undesirable that more than a small part of this influx of 
immigration should remain in this city, while the greater part will obtain 
the most certain and convenient means of livelihood in the great interior 
valleys tributary to this city. 





Europeans Look Toward America , 


Andrea Sbarboro, after returning from a recent visit to Europe, said 
that nearly every other agriculturist he met in Southern France and Italy 
was saving money to buy a piece of land in California after the opening of 
the Panama Canal. This class of people will naturally follow the methods 
of agriculture that they have acquired in their native countries. Having 
always tilled the soil where the cost of land is exceedingly high, they have 
been forced to develop agriculture to its most intensive form. 


Soil and Situation are Factors 


Being more or less dependent on fixed habits of farming, they will 
naturally seek in this state the soil and situation best adapted to their 
past experience. In other words, they will require but a small area of 
land, but they will require that to be of the highest productivity. They 
will engage in that form of agriculture that would permit of the accumula- 
tion of a competence on the areas now wasted by the average American 
cereal rancher. 

Before this immigration of European agriculturists has proceeded more 
than a few years every acre in the Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys 
capable of reclamation will become enormously valuable by the very force 
of competitive bidding, so that the highest state of cultivation will have to 
be maintained in order to yield a reasonable return on the investment. 
When this condition is reached, as it must be within the next twelve or 
NOTE—From the San Francisco Chronicle. 
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fifteen years, it is safe to predict that it will not be possible to find else- 
where so extensive an area devoted to such intensive cultivation. 

While the foregoing may contain statements of fact new to some, the 
situation has been clear for several years to those who succeed by providing 
in advance for the demands of the future. 


Preparations Made in Advance 


There are two ways in which the immigrating agriculturists might be 
received. They might be permitted to land here and drift aimlessly up 
and down the central part of the State in a more or less vain search for 
what they wanted. But this is not the customary American way of receiv- 
ing visitors to these shores. The intelligent method of receiving these new- 
comers is to provide what they want prior to their arrival, so that it ean 
be awaiting their immediate occupation. That is the best way to prevent 
their returning home, and that is the way that is already mapped out. 

The greater part of these two valleys is still unadapted to the highest 
forms of agriculture. Some of the land is unirrigated, while some of it is 
altogether too well irrigated. The higher lands must be brought under 
water, and the overflow lands, than which none in the world are capable 
of greater production, must be protected by levees. These works will cost 
an inealeulable sum. While the result will undoubtedly justify the 
expenditure, no group of capitalists can command the independent means 
called for by this investment. In this situation there is but one thing to 
do, and that is to call on the great investment power of the general publie. 


First Mortgage Security 


The safest and most desirable manner of doing this is to offer bonds 
secured in all instances by a first mortgage on the lands and improvements 
which will be made from the proceeds of the bonds. As the investing pub- 
lie will doubtless be called on many times during the next few years to 
take bonds of this character, it is desirable that the nature of the offerings 
should be understood. 

In the first place, the nature of the soil should be ascertained. If the 
land has been idle and has no producing history, its nature should be 
learned by analysis and reports of experts on its productivity. The title 
both to the land and the water rights should be guaranteed beyond ques- 
tion. There should be no ineumbranees on the land other than the first 
mortgage under which the bonds are authorized. There should be a wide 
margin of safety between the authorized issue and a conservative appraisal 
of the value of lands and improvements contemplated. There should also 
be a wide margin of safety between bonds actually issued and a similar 
conservative appraisal of the value of the lands and improvements actually 
made, so that at no time will the value of the bonds in the hands of the 
public approach closely to the value of lands and improvements as they 
exist at that time. 

The surest way to conserve this element of safety is to issue the bonds 
in trust, to be released by the trustee in proportion as improvements are 
made. 
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All these factors are necessary to consider for the safety of principal. 
As in few instances will the lands become immediately productive, it is 
necessary that interest be secured in some other manner other than is 
eustomary with income-producing properties. Most of these projects will 
be financed by capitalists identified with other properties, so that interest 
can usually be secured by pledging earnings of companies that for a period 
of years have paid dividends on their capital stock, or, where it is intended 
soon to place the improved and subdivided lands on the market, interest 
charges can be met from proceeds of sales. 

The subject of sales raises another question of safety. The bonds 
having been authorized and a portion of them issued on the lands, improve- 
ments begin and proceed until the entire authorization is outstanding. 
At this point the trust deed should again intervene to protect the bond- 
holder by requiring that a certain portion of the proceeds of sales—a 
sufficient portion—be employed for the redemption of the outstanding 
bonds, or, if they are not callable, to provide a sinking fund for their 
redemption at maturity. 





Proper Regard for Safety 


With proper regard for all these safety devices, the real estate bond 
offers as attractive an investment as can be found. There is no higher 
form of private security, and there are many public securities that are 
inferior. Some other forms of investment might be more liquid in hypothe- 
cation, but none of them could be sounder in security. Steam rail, traction 
or publie utility bonds might be subject to depreciation from publie- 
ownership agitation, from mismanagement or from competition. Any 
agitation to publicly acquire the agricultural lands is so far off as to be 
a negligible quantity; mismanagement cannot impair the ultimate value 
of productive lands, while competition enhances their value. The security 
is immovable and not subject to defaleation or dishonesty. During periods 
of financial stress there is no question but what the value of agricultural 
lands would be depressed, as would the value of Government bonds in 
a lesser degree. So long as people eat, the lands of this state will have an 
asset and an income value, and people will continue to eat when they no 
longer are able to patronize the transportation, lighting or heating 
agencies. 

Known Prospects Considered 


With the known future prospects of Central California, it is inconceiv- 
able that agricultural land values will be subject to depreciation, except 
ander world-wide conditions affecting all forms of investment. After due 
regard has been given to all the necessary elements of safety, any loss 
sustained through investment in bonds issued against highly productive 
lands in the Sacramento and San Joaquin valleys would be a loss that 
human ingenuity could not guard against. 

There is another side of this question less attractive than the one just 
considered. Several real estate bond isues conforming to the provisions 
set forth have been successfully placed in the last few months. They have 
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been sold at a price to yield the investor about 6 per cent, which is a high 
return in view of the character of the security offered. It safely may be 
assume that these successes will be very shortly imitated by the same horde 
of frauds that hangs around the outskirts of successful mining districts 
and oil fields. 

California, in common with all states and countries, contains some 
worthless land that can be had for a nominal sum. It is predicted that 
within the next few months stocks and bonds issued against alkali flats 
and perpendicular granite walls will be offered to the public at a price to 
yield approximately 100 per cent per annum on the investment, and it is 
also predicted, although deeply regretted, that these same stocks and 
bonds will find a ready market. 


Individual Judgment a Factor 


Against such offerings there is nothing to safeguard the investor 
except his individual judgment. All the formalities referred to in this 
article may apparently have been complied with, but the investor will, 
sooner or later—usually sooner—diseover that the compliance was alto- 
gether apparent and not one whit real. The only advice that can be 
given to avoid investment in swindles of this sort is to consider well the 
character of the people offering the security, and this is a preeaution 
that altogether too many investors neglect. 

It is an unfortunate attribute of many investors that they do not con- 
sider well the reputations of the people associated with the project that 
the stock or bond offering represents. When a man has pains around his 
heart or wants to get a divorce, he straightway seeks expert medical or 
legal advice, according to his requirements, but when he wants to buy a 
bond, he is quite likely to be satisfied with the truth of statements he reads 
on a printed circular without knowing who makes the statements. There 
is a type of investor, and his numbers are not small, who would turn down 
a 6 per cent investment that had been recommended by J. Pierpont Morgan 
to purchase a stock guaranteed to yield 100 per cent by a financier, but 
lately released from the penitentiary. 


Salesman’s Appearance not Evidence of Honesty 


Because a bond salesman wears a clean collar and has a fair aquaint- 
ance with English is not sufficient evidence that he is honest. It is desir- 
able to know in whose employ he is. If the prospective purchaser has never 
heard of the employers, it is desirable to let the bond alone, until he has 
acquainted himself with their records and reputations. 

Unless bonds are purchased in very large blocks it is not possible for 
the investor to undertake an independent investigation, even if he had the 
sapacity to do so. After all possible precautions are taken, it is finally 
necessary for the average investor to fall back on the reputation of some 
man, group of men or corporation for the protection and safety of his 
investment. For those who are not capable of analytical finance there is 
no other safeguard. 
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This will prove particularly true of real estate bonds offered in this 
State during the next few years. The investor has usually heard of the 
steam railroad, the traction road or the lighting and power vompany and 
knows them by reputation. He has an idea, at least, that there is something 
tangible behind his investment, but it will be only occasionally that he will 
have heard of some pieces of real estate offered as the security behind 
some bond he is advised to buy. 


Semblance of Worth 


There are unscrupulous engineers and auditors, just as there are dis- 
honest financiers. No matter how worthless the security, it is possible to 
have all the expert reports in perfect order and sufficiently convincing. 
On the face of it the bond will appear as good as a United States issue; 
at the bottom of it it will be worth the cost of engraving. 

When it is necessary for the investor to accept second-hand informa- 
tion concerning the reputation of the house offering a bond, it is desirable 
to consult the advice of a well-informed banker and learn whether he 
would buy the bond as an investment for the bank funds entrusted to 
his care. If he would not, it is well to let the bond alone or pursue the 
inquiries still further and find out why. 


Applies to All Forms of Investment 


While it applies to all foms of investment, for the reasons given, it 
applies with greater force to real estate bonds, that the investor should 
consider well the reputations of the men offering the bond. If their repu- 
tations are good, it is a reasonable assumption that the land behind the 
bonds is good, for, in the ultimate analysis, personal honesty, combined 
with a high order of intelligence, offers the greatest safeguard to the 
average investor.

cause a half century ago these offices paid. 
This is only one instance of waste. Polities 
and lack of system invariably make for 
waste. Our appropriations are becoming 
so large that up-to-date business methods 
must be adapted. The government needs 
more business system and this could be 
added at the sacrifice of a little red tape 
without any impairment of service. 
Despite the failure of Congress to act on 
President Taft’s recommendation for a 
National budget, and the provision in the 
Legislative Bill prohibiting the submission 
of departmental expenses in any other form 
than is now required by law, Mr. Taft has 
ordered the preparation of estimates of 
appropriation for the expenses of the var- 
ious departments of the Government in con- 
formity with the budget plan. The right 
to exercise his authority in this respect is 
the basis of a letter to Secretary of the 
Treasury MacVeagh, in which the President 
says: 
“If the President is to assume responsibil- 
ity for either the manner in which business 
of the Government is transacted or results 
obtained, it is evident that he cannot be 
limited by Congress to such information as 
that branch may think for his 
purposes. In my opinion, it is entirely 
competent for the President to submit to 
Congress and to the country a statement 
of resources, obligations, revenues, expendi- 


sufficient 


tures and estimates in the form he deems 
advisable, And this power I propose to 
exercise. 

“The United States is the only great coun- 
try that does not have a budget. Each 
year the Congress has been making increas- 
ingly large appropriations, based on esti- 
mates which are submitted by officers act- 
ing in the capacity of ministerial agents to 
Congress, under a law which makes no 
provisions whatever for executive review 
and revision. This I have 
measure to correct by asking the heads of 
departments to send estimates to me before 
they were printed. But the conditions at- 
tached by Congress have been such as to 
make executive review impossible.

‘“‘The present legal directions as to esti- 
mates are based on the theory that there is 
no need to take stock before passing on 
appropriations; that it is not necessary to 
consider revenues or Treasury 


resources. 
Congress has directed each executive officer 
to submit an estimate through the Secre- 
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tary of the Treasury, who is made to serve 
in the capacity of an official messenger, 
without any discretion whatever unless a de- 
partment head may fail to prepare a request 
for appropriation in the form prescribed 
by Congress, in which event the Secretary 
of the Treasury has imposed upon him the 
duty to submit an estimate for him. 


‘Congress has created certain committees 
on appropriations who alone have power to 
review and revise requests of department 
heads. Even in its own organization, how- 
ever, Congress has failed to make provision 
for considering expenditures and estimates 
for appropriations in relation to revenues. 
‘‘Authority is granted for the expenditure 
of a thousand million dollars each year 
without any thought as to where the money 
is coming from. This is done on the theory 
that there will be no deficit—Congress has 
been doing what has been called “surplus 
financing.” 


‘(While the Constitution makes Congress 
responsible for money-raising as well as for 
appropriation, responsibility for borrowing 
has been shifted to the President, by em- 
powering him to procure loans to meet 
deficits in case a deficit may result. 

“The great question of national expedi- 
ency which is raised by the action of Con- 
gress referred to is: 

‘“‘Shall we or shall we not have a national 
budget? I do not question the Constitu- 
tional right of Congress to prescribe the 
manner in which reports of expenditures 
and estimates shall be submitted to it by 
department officers. I do question the prac- 
tical wisdom of continuing to operate the 
Government under 90 different statutes. 
passed at 90 different times, which prescribe 
200 different forms of preparing and sub- 
mitting financial data to Congress and the 
public—data which, when prepared, have no 
element of uniformity or standard and 
cannot be used to present to officers or to 
the people an accurate picture of activities 
pertaining to any one subject of the Gov 
ernment as a whole. 

‘Although by such cursory review as could 
be given, I have succeeded each year in re- 
ducing initial estimates millions of dollars. 
it is not just to make the President in any 
but a slight degree responsible for such 
estimates when required to be submitted 
to Congress in the manner at present pre- 
scribed.

‘“‘T have gone thus at length in stating my 
position in order that you may understand 
the reasons for urging that you co-operate 
with the Commission on Economy and Effi- 
ciency in the preparation of such financial 
statements and summaries as will enable 
me to place before Congress and the country 
for the first time in our history a clearly 
stated and understandable business-like pro- 
posal which will enable Congress and the 
country to think in terms of what is it 
that the Government is doing, what it is 
that the Administration proposes to do.

‘Under the Constitution the President is 
entrusted with the executive power, and is 
responsible for the acts of heads of depart- 
ments, and their subordinates as his agents. 
and he can use them to assist him in his 
Constitutional duties, one of which is to 
recommend measures to Congress, and to 
advise it as to the existing conditions and 
their betterment.

THE FINANCIAL AND BUSINESS SITUATION

BUSINESS CONDITIONS CONTINUE re- 

markably good. The developments both 
here and abroad testify in the strongest 
manner possible to the soundness of under- 
lying conditions in this country and indicate 
rather clearly that the financial situation 
in Berlin, which has been regarded during 
the last year as the weak spot in the foreign 
banking world, has made considerable prog- 
ress in the direction of righting itself. The 
fact that the third quarter financing, which 
last year caused a rather severe stringency 
in the German money market, failed to se- 
riously disturb money rates this year, and 
especially so in face of a rather critical in- 
ternational situation the Balkans, 
most reassuring. 


in is 

Our own situation was less favorable from 
a banking point of view than it was a year 
ago chiefly because the demands for mer- 
cantile purposes were so much greater and 
because we were confronted with the extra- 
ordinary requirements for crop moving pur- 
poses, as a result of the most bounteous 
crop production in the history of the coun- 
try. Fortunately American bankers had a 
rather large credit balance abroad on which 
to draw to meet the requirements at home. 
Had money conditions abroad operated 
against us and prevented our taking gold 
a much less pleasant situation here might 
have developed. 

The very fact that we have been able to 
finance the harvest of the greatest crop that 
this country has ever produced and at the 
same time to care for the requirements of a 
rapid revival of business is a strong testi- 
monial as to the soundness of underlying 
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conditions. Just how long this period of 
improvement can continue without running 
into complications in the money market is 
difficult to say, but the fact that the crop 
production means an addition of upwards 
of $9,000,000,000 of new wealth, is an as- 
surance of a period of fairly prosperous 
business, for that amount of new wealth 
naturally furnishes the basis for a very 
large amount of additional credit. 


ere 

Money rates, however, are very much more 
satisfactory from a banker’s point of view 
than they have been for about a year. Mer- 
cantile borrowers are pretty generally pay- 
ing 6 per cent for what money they need 
which compares with an average of about 
4% per cent. at this period last year. This 
is a much healthier money market as it 
affords the banker a reasonable profit, where- 
as a year ago the stagnation in business 
made it well nigh impossible to find bor- 
rowers in the ordinary lines of business, A 
condition such as existed at that time forced 
the banker to rely upon underwritings and 
less desirable loans for the employment of 
surplus funds, At the present time all the 
surplus money is being employed in the 
more stable lines of business. 

Business men generally are readily adjust- 
ing themselves to the change. The advance 
in money rates is a natural sequence of the 
record movement of grain from the primary 
markets and of the pronounced business 
revival. On the other hand the business 
man finds himself in a position to make 














reasonable profit and pay the higher rate of 
interest, a situation which is eminently sat- 
isfactory both to the borrower and to the 
banker, 
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So far the money market has continued 
within reasonable bounds. Around the first 
of October there was a flurry in the cal] 
loan market in the East which carried rates 
up to 8 per cent. but these flurries in nor- 
mal years are not unusual and especially is 
this true in years where there is an acute 
business revival such as is now being ex- 
perienced, 

In view of the developments of the last 
three months entailing a broader and health- 
ier injury for accomodations, it is difficult 
to see how the present level of interest 
rates could have been avoided nor is there 
any indication of a return to the former 
easier rates during the remaining months 
of the current year. Such developments. 
however, cannot be regarded as other than 
healthy and wholesome and our credit bal- 
ance abroad has been sufficiently strength- 
ened, despite the rather disturbed inter- 
national political situation, to enable us 
to rebuild our eastern reserves. 


Rnre 


One striking feature of recent develop- 
ments is the way that various factors affect- 
ing the money situation have been fitting 
together in relieving the tension and con- 
tributing to a more normal situation. Nat- 
urally there was some anxiety felt by bank- 
ers, lest the rather congested condition of 
our railroads, owing to a lack of equipment 
and terminal facilities, might cause some 
strain on the money market during the 
crop moving season. It is no little under- 
taking to finance the marketing of a crop 
production such as that of the present 
year and the fact that there is a steady 
but increasing demand from general busi- 
ness adds to the burden of the banks, 

But the disposition of the farmer seems 
to be to withhold his grain from the market 
and this has been promoted possibly by the 
ear shortage and by the decline in the mar- 
ket price of cereals. The farmer as a rule 
does not like to sell his products on a de- 
clining market. The banks were prepared 
to care for an average crop, but the increased 
production and the increased demand from 
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general business were developments that he 
had not counted on.

Nevertheless the wheat movement has 
broken all records in railroad history. 
There has been an unprecedented milling 
demand and the arrival at the three north- 
western points for the month of September 
compared with a year ago shows an enor- 
mous Measured in bushels the 
receipts of wheat at the western lake and 
river points from July 1, the beginning of 
the new crop year, to the end of September 
were 104,777,000 bushels compared with 
88,079,000 bushels for the corresponding 
period of 1911 or a gain of 16,698,000 bush- 
els. In other words, while the latter part of 
the old crop a year ago showed a heavier 
movement than in 1912 the new crop this 
year has been shipped in at an increase in 
volume of 20 per cent over last year. 

Turning to another feature of the grain 
movement, namely the seaboard receipts of 
wheat, it will be found that since the begin- 
ning of the new crop year on July 1, there 
have been 39,455,000 bushels received com- 
pared with 30,705,000 a year ago which is 
an increase of 8,750,000 bushels. 

One peculiarity of the seaboard movement, 
however, is that a year ago it became neces- 
sary to use all the eastern grain elevator 
room available to store the enormous accu- 
mulations as is indicated in the visible 
supply which then amounted to 52,709,000 
bushels while this year the visible supply is 
only 34,968,000 bushels which emphasizes 
the fact that the milling demand for new 
wheat has been so enormous that compara- 
tively little of it has gone into public ele- 
vators so far. A year ago flour buyers 
were well stocked up but this year practi- 
cally all of the manufactured articles were 
at a minimum in stocks, Consequently it 
has been necessary to replenish the stocks 
of wheat to meet the enormous flour de- 
mand.

Naturally this requires the use of an 
enormous amount of credit. The falling off 


in the movement of wheat the latter part 
of September, and last month was due to 
two causes, one being the rainy weather 
which hampered threshing operations, and 
the other the exchange of cars at the termi- 
nals in accordance with the new rules of 
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the car service association, which demands 
that foreign cars shall be returned to their 
individual lines. Naturally this interchange 
of equipment retards the movement of grain 
to a considerable extent but another feature 
is the shortage of cars. All these things 
bear directly upon the money market. 

Fortunately the banking situation is re- 
markably strong. The abstract of the comp- 
troller of the currency recently issued indi- 
cate that the country banker is proving 
himself able to cope with the fall demand for 
loans without unusual aid from the reserve 
city banks. At the beginning of September 
the country was facing a tight money mar- 
ket while the New York reserves were being 
depleted. At that time, however, and the 
same is true now, the United States Treas- 
ury had a large fund in the subtreasury, a 
large part of which could, without disturb- 
ing conditions, be deposited with the banks 
and by them loans at high market rates of 
interest to utilize in stimulating imports of 
gold.

The steel industry which is probably the 


most remarkable feature of the general 
industrial situation continues with almost 
phenomenal activity but the strongest fea- 
ture of the iron and steel market is the 
sharp rapid advancing of pig iron which 
for a long time lagged behind finished steel 
in improvement. Coming at this time the 
pig iron movement tends to show that the 
improvement in steel is not temporary and 
extend the time for which it may be con- 
eluded the iron and steel industry is to be 
prosperous. A general comparison of rep- 
resentative grades of pig iron shows that 
half of the total advance from the begin- 
ning of the year to date was accomplished 
up to the middle of August and that the 
other half required only a few additiona] 
weeks so that pig iron has been advanced 
much more rapidly in the last few weeks 
than during the months in which most of 
the advance in steel products occurred. The 
advance in steel prices since the middle of 
August has been relatively small. 

Pig iron, however, at the present time is 
not dear. It is only a little more than 
half way up from the low point made at 
the beginning of this year to the high point 
of 1900 and that high point is considerably 


below the high point of 1907. It is, how- 


ever, slightly above the average price of the 
last four years intervening since 1907. 
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The steel industry bids fair to continue 
active for some time to come. Buying of 
sheets and tin plates has started for 1913 
although the tin plate buying is somewhat 
slow. The sheet buying is rather heavy. 
The item most sold up is merchant steel 
bars of which the agricultural implement 
interests have of late been heavy buyers. 
In this line most of the mills are practically 
sold up to next April. In a general survey 
of the finished steel situation it appears that 
in the products customarily sold ahead the 
mills already have orders for several months 
of the new year. 

While there remains doubt as to the 
status of 1913 as a whole in the iron and 
steel trade it can now be said that full 
activity is assured for as many months 
ahead as can usually be forecast in this 
industry. Profits continue small it is true 
but they will also continue to increase 
month by month as the lower priced orders 
are worked off. This increase should con- 
tinue even into next year without any fur- 
ther advance in open market quotations. 
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The railroads are looking upon the enlarged 
indications of cereal production this year, as 
shown by the last government crop report, as 
proof that they will be well occupied far into 
the new year with handling surplus grain. 
Indications are that there will be a large 
amount of what is known as inter-county 
traffic in corn. Feeders are stocking their 
lots in anticipation of doing a large fattening 
business this winter. On that account there 
will be much shipment from one county into 
another at the lower cost which a crop of 
3,000,000,000 bushels insures. Local mills 
throughout the wheat growing territory also 
require a large quantity to be shipped on 
short haul. Both of these demands on the 
railroads are in addition to the assemblage 
of grain at primary markets, which for the 
next 30 days until the close of Lake navi- 
gation will be mainly occupied with wheat 
and oats shipments. It is estimated that 
the 10 principal crops will show a value in 
excess of $9,000,000,000, a very substantial 
basis for new credit. 





MORTGAGE LOAN IN SALT LAKE CITY

The mortgage loan situation in Salt Lake 
City shows that the market is glutted with 
money available for real estate loans. The 
local congestion of funds is largely brought 
about by these factors: In May, 1910, there 
came a flurry—the Heinze copper fight was 
on and all mining stock dropped; the real 
estate market broke; next, the price of 
wool and live stock followed by lower prices; 
then the commercial banks tightened up, 
and as a result there four-fold 
squeeze. The first effect of this stringency 
was to force every person financially em- 
barrassed to make a real estate loan—a real 
estate loan because all trade values were 
dropping and the commercial banks were 
themselves calling in loans. Consequently. 
during the years of 1910 and ’11, and the 
early winter months of ’12, the demand for 
loans was so strong that every mortgage 
loan brokerage company in the city was 
enabled to lay the first steps in foundation 
to reap the largest reward ever in the his- 
tory of the city, by making all the loans 
their combined capital and credit could 
swing; and later, to secure that harvest 
when money came pouring in to take up 
those loans. The depressed business con- 
ditions were general throughout the coun- 
try, and the conditions were made to enable 
money lenders to absorb all the loans of- 
fered and to replace their funds by money 
sent them for investment, because trade 
activity was so slothful that it did not in- 
vite investment, and merchants and capital- 
ists turned to mortgage loan investments 
in order to get any returns from idle funds; 
wage earners deposited with savings banks, 
thus enabling them to not only absorb 
more loans but keep well within the pre- 
scribed reserve. Thus cause and effect com- 
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bined to give a volume of business unparal- 
leled in a stagnant market. And, possible 
only because of continued depression, which 
gave occasion to the other swing of the 
pendulum, namely, the pouring in of idle 
funds seeking investment, Therefore the 
economic condition of Salt Lake City at 
the present time is to be studied in the 
savings banks deposits and in the mortgage 
loans on real estate.

The total mortgages shown on the public 
records for the period from January to 


September, 1912, is $7,470,000. Of this 
amount there was taken locally $6,575,000, 
leaving the amount taken by outside funds 
of $895,000, which were placed on large 
office buildings, mostly Main Street prop- 
erty in the skyscraper district. When one 
considers that real estate mortgages are 
usually on a 5% basis or less, the total of 
$7,470,000 betokens improvements nearing 
the $15,000,000 mark. The public records 
show that in nine months mortgages were 
written and taken by local funds to the 
extent of $6,575,000, and during the same 
period mortgages were released of record 
aggregating $4,382,000, or that the eco- 
nomie conditions were such that borrowers 
were financially able to cancel within $2,- 
193,000 of the amount written, and from 
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June 30 to Sept. 17, release exceeded new 
loans by $60,000! 

We will first point out what eastern 
firms were invited by conditions to invest 
in Salt Lake City, and then follow by 
showing the distribution of the volume of 
business absorbed by local firms, and briefly 
consider the two foremost local concerns, 
typical of the fields they occupy. 

Zions Savings Bank & Trust Company 
is the largest and foremost savings bank in 
this field; an indication of the magnitude of 
their operations is seen in the statement 
above; they have the largest amount of 
money placed out in mortgage loans 
of any firm or bank in the city, their last 
statement under date of September 23d, 
1912, showing $5,307,669.23 placed. This 
firm operates solely as a savings bank, not 
having as yet extended their business to 
include selling securities for investment. 
Their methods are most progressive, yet 
with the brakes of conservatism on to 
steady the onward push around abrupt 
curves in the financial right-of-way. Their 
treatment to their customers is most liberal, 
charging no commission and no fee for ex- 
amination of title, and further, granting 
the privilege to the borrower to repay the 
loan at anytime, making it practically an 
“On or before” loan. This firm, while tak- 
ing a‘ greater money volume of business, 
is second to the next firm under considera- 
tion as to numerical volume of business. 






The Tracy Loan & Trust Company holds 
first position among mortgage loan com- 
panies selling first mortgage real estate 
loans for investment, both as to number of 
loans placed and volume of business. Bal- 
ancing in equal scale service to borrower 
and service to investor, this firm is in a 
class by itself. Service to the borrower is 
rendered by loaning its own funds with no 
consequent delay or wait, charging no com- 
mission, no fee for examination of title, 
thirty days grace in interest payments, and 
minimum of foreclosures; service to the 
investor is rendered by regularity of in- 
come, guarantee of title, availability of 
funds by repurchase, constnt employment 
of funds entrusted to its management, and 
no loss to a client during its business his- 
tory. 

Other firms in the city vary in volume 
of business done in direct ratio to their 
liberality in absence of charges to cus- 
tomers above the market and in the pres- 
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ent competition, those most expensive to 
the borrower, for obvious reasons enjoy the 
least volume of business. 

The eastern insurance companies and 
trust companies find Salt Lake City a safe 
field for investment under proper restric- 
tions and conditions, which is evidenced by 
the fact that $895,000 was so placed dur- 
ing the last nine months. With the growth 
of the office building district the field is 
more inviting and investment here is looked 
at more favorably. That eastern capital is 
willing to invest in Salt Lake City is far 
more indicative of stability of values than 
any amount of local money invested. As 
the Convention City of 1912 its resources 
and values are better known to capitalists, 
and a better impression has been spread 
both East and West, which will be followed 
by an even greater flow of capital. 


CONCERNING U. S. BONDS. 

Although inactivity prevailed in the mar- 
ket for Government issues during August, 
prices of 2s and 3s showed fractional and 
firm advances, This was due primarily to 
the usual demand for additional circulation 
in some sections of the 
autumn funds are needed. 

Up to the present writing the Board of 
Trustees of Postal Savings Banks have not 
taken final action nor rendered a decision 
covering the acceptance to secure Postal 
Deposits of Hawaiian Bonds at their mar- 
ket value not exceeding par. This matter 
has been under consideration for some 
months and since the Secretary of the 
Treasury has authorized the acceptance of 
the new Hawaiian Bonds at their market 
value’ not exceeding par to secure “Public 
Deposits,” when any more are distributed, 
it is reasonable to expect a similar decision 
by the Postal Trustees relevant to securing 
Postal Deposits. 

This ruling, however, affects only the 
new issue of Hawaiian 4s. As there is little 
likelihood of a distribution of Government 
Deposits for many months, the status of the 
old issues of Hawaiian Bonds which are 
accepted at only 90 per cent of their valu- 
ation to secure “Public Deposits” thus far 
remains unchanged, 

We believe this discrimination between 
issues and different Territorial Bonds to be 
sufficiently unjustified to warrant a prompt 
recognition of equality by the Department 
officials.

State banking institutions in Ohio in 
existence prior to the adoption of the 
Thomas act (Section 9,764 of the General 
Code) regulating reserves are not exempt 
from the provision of that Act, according to 
a decision rendered recent by Judge T. M. 
Biger of the Common Pleas Court at Col- 
umbus. The Act requires the maintenance 
of a 15% reserve against deposits; it had 


been contended by institutions in operation 
prior to the time the Thomas Act 
enacted that under Section 9,739 they were 
guaranteed all the rights they had before 
the adoption of the reserve requirement.

The Court’s decision was given in the case 
of the American Trust Company of Zanes- 
ville, Ohio, against F, E. Baxter, State 
Superintendent of Banks. Mr. Baxter, it is 
stated, had indicated his intention to take 
charge of the institution and liquidate it 
for failure to comply with his order to 
maintain a reserve, as required by the 
statute, whereupon the bank applied for ar. 
injunction to test the validity of his order. 
In his decision on the 16th inst. Judge Big- 


ger sustained the Banking Department on 
every point save one; the exception had to 
do with reserve in so far as it affects trust 
funds, Judge Bigger deciding that these 
funds are not to be included in deposits 
against which a reserve must be held. 


The National State and City Bank of 
Richmond, Va., which has recently moved 
into remodeled quarters, was established in 
1870 as the State Bank of Virginia and with 
its history there is interwoven much of the 
business interests of that city and state. 
It was Nationalized in 1907 under the title 
of the National State Bank, consolidating 
with the City Bank of Richmond in 1910. 
The management of the bank planned the 
new building with the central idea of com- 
bining attractiveness with utility. Pass- 
ing through the front vestibule, which is 
lined with marble, one enters the main 
banking room. A glance shows a double 
column of massive pillars, extending the 
length of the counting room, the officers 
apartments and the counters being ranged 
on either side and constructed of handsome 
inlaid Circassian walnut and heavy plate 
glass. The banking quarters are arranged 
to facilitate the transactions of business. 


The stockholders of the First National 
Bank and the National Bank of Virginia at 
Richmond, Va., ratified the recommendations 
of their respective boards consolidating the 
two institutions under the name of the 
First National Bank of Richmond, Va. The

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The Hartford National Bank of Hartford. 
Conn., has moved into its magnificent new 
home on the corner of Main and Asylum 
streets in that city. The structure, one of 
the finest in New England, is nine stories 
in height—a composite bank and office build- 
ing—and is constructed of Concord granite 
with buff Bedford Indiana limestone trim- 
mings. The interior of the main banking 
room, has been accorded particular atten- 
tion by a well-known architect, making it 
not only exceptionally handsome, but af- 
fording every facility for the proper hand- 
ling of the bank’s growing business and 
meeting its customers’ requirements. The 
walls of the banking room are of plaster. 
so grooved and treated as to represent Caen 
stone, now so popular for bank interiors; 
for the wainscoting and all marble work 
Botticini marble is used, while the floors 
are of Tennessee marble. Grills and doors 
are of solid bronze. Particular attention is 
claimed by the ceiling in this room, which 
is a veritable work of art, and is called the 
“Story of the Cities.” Symbolic figures 
arranged in a series of panels portray the 
story of the principal commercial centres. 
On the Asylum Street side Berlin and Bos- 
ton are shown; on the Main Street side 
are seen St. Louis, Montreal and Chicago; 
on the west New York and London are 
portrayed, and on the east Paris, Genoa and 
Amsterdam. The two new massive safe 
deposit vaults, are an added feature of the 
bank’s up-to-date equipment. The “old” 
Hartford National, which was organized in 
1792, is one of the oldest banks in the 
country. Harold W. Stevens is the well- 
known head of the institution; Frank P. 
Furlong is vice-president and cashier, and 
William S. Andrews and Addison G. Brain- 
erd are the assistant cashiers. 





BANKERS’ ASSOCIATION NEWS. 





Speaking before the Rochester Chapter 
of the American Institute of Bank recently 
on “Banking Reform from the Standpoint 
of a Depositor,” Elliott C. McDougal, Presi- 
dent of the Bank of Buffalo, said: 

A mistaken impression appears to have 
gone abroad concerning the action of the 
American Bankers’ Association at its re- 
cent convention in Detroit. The Association 
did not drop the work of banking and cur- 
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rency reform. It, then and there, pledged 
itself to help any effort to pass any proper 
bill. If a better bill than the “Aldrich 
Bill” be brought forward, the American 
Bankers’ Association will give it active sup- 
port. The report of its committee did 
say: “It is idle to hope for general legis- 
lation of such an important character in a 
? and the judge 
ment of the committee, on this point, is 
sound. Even educational work should be 
suspended until after the Presidential elec- 
tion, as no good, and possibly positive harm. 
may be done by the discussion of such a sub- 
ject during the heat of a political campaign. 
As soon as that campaign is over, the cam- 
paign of education should be resumed that, 
when the time comes for Congress to vote 
upon this question, it may vote upon it in- 
telligently. There can be no reasonable 
doubt that, when the people of the United 
States of America have sufficiently studied 
this question, a good bill will be passed. 

So far as the New York State Bankers 
Association is concerned, I see not the slight- 
est evidence that it intends to abandon its 
work on behalf of currency and banking re- 
form. Its committee on Currency Reform 
backed by the united sentiment of the Asso- 
ciation, will resume active educational work 
as soon as the Presidential campaign is 
over.
